New  Jersey  Legislature. 

The  Trenton  correspondent  of  the 
Newark  Courier  says:  There  seems  to  be 
a  growing  feeling  that  Speaker  A  ander- 
bilt.  being  seriously  tainted  by  the  ex¬ 
posures  in  the  Clerkship  matter,  should 
either  resign  or  demand  at  once  an  in¬ 
vestigation  of  his  alleged  complicity  with 
Carpentei  transaction.  It  is  hinted  that 
if  Mr.  Vanderbilt  does  not  ask  an  inqui¬ 
ry.  Rome  of  Carpeuter’s  friends  will  intro¬ 
duce  a  resolution  proposing  it,  and  a 
resolution  thus  introduced  will  be  sure, 
in  the  present  temper  of  the  House,  to 
pass.  There  are  some  who  believe  that 
Mr.  Fitzgerald  will  yet  be  Speaker  of 
the  House  before  the  adjournment, 
aud  such  a  thing  is  by  |io  meaus  impossi¬ 
ble." 

A  supplement  to  the  Essex  Road  Board 
introduced  by  Mr.  Dodd  provides  that 
whenever  the  Board  shall  enter  upon  and 
appropriate  any  portion  of  any  highway 
which  lms  heretofore  been  graded  and 
macadamized  by  the  legal  authorities  of 
any  town  or  township  through  which  it 
pussed,  they  shall  first  cause  an  appraise¬ 
ment  to  be  rnude  of  the  value  to  the 
county  of  such  grading  and  macadam  in 
the  same  manuer  as  provided  for  the  ap- 
pruisemeut  for  damages  in  section  8,  9, 
10  and  11  of  the  supplement  to  their  act, 
and  where  the  appraisment  is  confirmed 
it  shall  form  a  part  of  the  construction 
account  of  said  avenue  or  avenues,  and 
shull  be  paid  over  by  the  Road  Board  to 
the  legal  Town  or  Township  authorities 
having  jurisdiction  over  the  Highways. 

A  supplement  to  Bloomfield  township 
introduced  by  Mr.  Fitzgerald  provides 
that  not  more  than  four  names  for  town 
committeemen  shall  be  upon  any  one 
ballot,  but  that  the  number  of  committee¬ 
men  shall  be  seven  as  at  present.  No 
member  of  the' town  committee  to  recieve 
any  reward  or  pay  in  any  shape  for  his 
services. 

A  bill  had  been  introduced  to  incor¬ 
porate  a  New  Jeisey  Rifle  Association, 
with  power  to  hold  real  estate  not  to  ex¬ 
ceed  350,000.  When  82,000  shall  have 
beeu  paid  in  810, 000  shall  be  appropria¬ 
ted  from  the  State  Treasury  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  the  Association. 

The  supplement  to  Kearney  township 
has  been  or  lered  to  a  third  reading,  a 
section  stricken  out  authorizing  the 
issue  of  bonds  to  the  amount  of  8100,000, 
Mr.  Kirk  saying  the  township  was  already 
heavily  in  debt. 

Gov.  Bedle  has  already  exercised  his 
privilege  of  the  veto,  in  the  cases  of  two 
special  acts.  His  ground  of  objection  is 
that  it  is  unwise  to  accumulate  special 
laws  where  general  laws  are  availa¬ 
ble. 

A  bill  has  beeu  introduced  in  the 
House  which  exempts  soldiers  of  1812 
from  paying  poll  tax. 

A  supplement  to  the  general  law  rela*- 
iug  to  executions  exempts  8500  personal 
property  iusteud  of  8500  as  now.

It  was  de¬ 
cided  by  a  very  large  vote  to  approve  of 
the  proposition  as  set  forth  in  the  bill 
now  at  Trenton.  The  bill,  as  it  now 
stands,  provides  that  Horrison  and  Kear¬ 
ney  shall  each  pay  their  present  debts. 
Kearney  is  to  have  two  wards  and  two 
Aldermen  for  each  ward. 


Genearl  News  Items. 

Mr.  Richard  A.  Proctor,  the  eminent 
astronomer,  in  a  letter  to  the  London 
Times,  speaks  in  high  terms  of  our  weath¬ 
er  probabilities  system,  and  urges  the 
adoption  of  a  similar  system  in  Europe.

The  mean  temperature  in  Kansas 
during  the  mouth  of  January  was  14  de-  j 
grees,  which  is  8  degrees  colder  than  the 
temperature  for  eleven  years  previous.

The  first  train  was  run  through  the 
Hoosac  Tunnel  on  Tuesday.  It  was  com- 
posed  of  three  gravel  cars  and  a  box  car 
filled  with  one  hundred  passengers, among 
them  being  State  Engineer  Benjamin 
Frost,  Consulting  Engineer  Thomas 
Douue, Chief  Engineer  W.  P  Granger, etc 
The  passage  was  made  in  thirty-five  min¬ 
utes.  The  tunnel  will  uot  be  opened  for 
business  for  some  months  yet, as  it  is  nec- 
essaary  to  complete  the  brick  arching 
which  is  to  protect  the  track  from  falling 
rocks. 

The  project  of  tunnelling  the  British 
Channel  is  really  to  be  put  into  execu¬ 
tion.  The  French  Government  is  about 
to  take  action  in  the  matter,  aud  French 
capitalists  are  ready  to  join  with  English 
capitalists  in  investing  money  in  the  en¬ 
terprise.  Althngh  the  distance  to  be  tun- 
unelled  is  more  thau  tweuty  miles  it  is 
anticipated  that  tho  entire  tunnel  can  he 
cut  through  the  chulk-lieds  that  underlie 
the  channel.  Very  rapid  progress  can 
thus  be  made,and  the  work  may  very  pos¬ 
sibly  prove  less  difficult  and  costly  than 
the  tunnelling  of  Mont  Cenis,  which  in 
volved  the  lubor  of  boring  through  the 
hardest  known  rocks. Preliminary  lairings 
in  order  to  test  the  question  of  the  exis¬ 
tence  of  the  supposed  chalk  lieds  will  be 
made  at  once,  aud  the  present  generation 
may  live  to  see  trains  running  dirctly 
from  London  to  Paris. 

Another  ice  bridge  formed  in  the  East 
ltiver  between  Brooklyn  aud  New  York 
ou  Tuesday  morning  uud  u  number  of 
persons  crossed  in  safety.  Hhortly  after 
11  o'clock,  a  tug  bout  made  a  bold  sturt, 
and  nearly  succeeded  iu  forcing  her  way 
through  the  ice,  when  the  Bound  steamer 
Narragansctt  came  dowu  tiie  river  at  full 
speed  and  passed  through  with  apparent¬ 
ly  little  trouble  followed  by  u  number  of 
tugs.  At  the  time  there  were  nine  persons 
ou  the  i«)c,  who  instead  of  turning  buck 
to  Brooklyn,  kept  on  toward  the  tug 
hoists  on  till'  N.  Y.  Hide,  thinking,  no 
doubt,  that  they  would  be  taken  off  by 
them.  Thu  tugs,  however,  seemed  to 
pay  no  attention  to  them,  aud  finding 
the  ice  parting  they  all  turned  and  ruii 
buck  towards  Brooklyn.  The  scene, 
ultliough  a  painful  one,  was  very  ludi¬ 
crous.  The  men  and  boys  were  in  such 
a  burry  that  they  kept  codtiually  falling 
aud  sliding  dowu.  When  they  reached 
the  other  side  the  ice  hud  moved  away 
from  the  piers,  and  after  running  about 
for  some  time,  they  were  rescued  by  a  tug 
boat.
